In "Facing the Hindenburg IJne," 
by P.urris A. Jenkins, may he found a 
num ber of incidents in which naval 
men prove their coolness and heroism. 
Nobody knows all the stories of cool­ 
ness and heroism among 
the naval 
men, says the author.

learn them till the w ar Is over, but 
here Is one that perhaps the censors 
will allow* to go by. 
It was told by a 
medical officer who was aboard the 
Franconia when she was sunk acting 
as a transport. 
"W e had five or six nnval officers 
aboard. 
They were sitting In the 
smoking room—remember the smoking 
lounge In the old F ra - '■onta? 
It was 
very long, as long as this dining room 
and twice ns broad. 
They had Just 
ordered whisky sodas. 
Suddenly there 
was an explosion and the steel floor 
of the smoking room just buckled up 
and hnrst apart In the middle of the 
ship. 
One of those officers called the 
steward and said: 
“ ‘I ask you to witness, steward, that 
we have paid for these whisky eodaa 
and have not had time to drink tnern.* 
"Then the rascals went below, got 
on their lifebelts. Came bark again, 
asked the steward for a big sheet of 
foolscap, wrote out a long, ‘we, the 
undersigned.’ setting forth that they 
had ordered 
six 
whisky 
sodas, for 
which they bad paid nine shillings, 
with a sixpence tip, and had not been 
allowed to drink them. Thereupon they 
entered a claim against the British 
government for the nine shillings and 
sixpence, with accrued interest from 
date. 
Then they walked In a body up 
to the bridge and handed it to the skip­ 
per. 
The old man told me afterward 
he never was so grateful to anybody 
as to these cool young devils for the 
steadying and bucking up Influence of 
their Impudence.”

H. Warren Woodroffe, sur­ 
geon of the Ulmer Volunteer hospital 
In France, describes the method which 
hns been successfully fried on a num­ 
ber of severely wounded men. 
Gutting down to the ribs parallel f t 
the breast bone, the surgeon slices off 
thin layers of the cartilage which at­ 
tache* the bony ribs to the hreaat 
bone. 
T hese are held 
In' the gap 
caused by Ihe destruction of the skull 
sfter the scalp hss been turned back. 
The scalp Is then stitched hack In place. 
Within a few weeks, Instead of having 
no protection to t h e ‘underlying brain, 
n hard layer of cartilage.

Present War Has Found in Roada and 
Motor Cara Means of Moving 
Great Numbers of Men.

Venus is still surrounded by a thick 
layer of vapor, while no water has yet 
been condensed on the surface of Mer­ 
cury, this planet being still In a con­ 
dition in which Its geological life has 
not begun, and consequently no clouds 
have yet formed on its surface.

Determining Aoe of Planets. 


A novel idea in (.-sUrauting the physi- 


cal condition of planets was put forth 
by M. Vcronnet before the Academic 
des Sciences at a recent meeting in. 
Paris. He based it iirion n rnTrnlntinn 
.of the quantity of water that rocks 
such as granite and porphyry absorb 
before becoming perfectly dry. 


He said that on the moon all water 


has been completely absorbed by.slow 
diffusion as the rocks gradually cooled. 
Venus is still surrounded by a thick 
layer of vapor, while no water has yet 
been condensed on the surface of Mer- 
cury, this planet being still In. a con- 
dition in -which its geological life has 
not begun, and consequently no clouds 
have yet formed on its surface. 


M. Veronnet calculates that the 


rocks of our earth now contain ab- 
sorbed water which would cover.the 
«arth to an average depth of about' 
400 metres.
